We have continually good news from Gen.

Accounts from Richmond via Fortress Monroe 
up to yesterday, represent that the greatest 
vlarm hae seized upon the people of the upper 
North Carolina coast, as far in the loterior as 
Weldon, and even to Suffolk, Va. The citi- 
zens of Weidon were leaving in great haste, 
carrying off what was available and destroyiag 
the rest. Burnside had landed at Edenton, at 
the entrance of Chowan river into Albemarle 
Sound, about fifteen miles west of Elizabeth 
City, aud it was expected he would proceed 
up the river and cut off the railroad bet ween 
Norfolk and Weldom In this fear the rebels 
were strewing along in Chowan river number- 
less rafte of pitch pine, saturated with turpen- 
tine; to be fired on the anproach of bis flotilla. 
They have also placed similar rafts in Black- 
water river, which empties into Albemarle be- 
tween Elizabeth City and Edenton. 

The Chowan river is navigable for such ves- 
sels os Burneide’s for fifty miles, and this
